His plan calls for a double track between 
Union Station and Forsythe Junction, 
equipped with a block system so that 
trainee may be run each way two mfnutés 
apart, each train carrying ten open 
coaches like summer street cars, but as 
heavy as passenger coaches, and each 
coach carrying 120 persons.

The Island of Formosa and. other smaller 
islands were ceded to Japan as part of the 
fruits of victory. China also agreed to 
cede to Japan what is called the Liao Tung 
Peninsula. This peninsula has no consid- 
erable value for material resources, but it 
commands the approach to Peking. Russia, 
France and Germany insisted that Japan 
should yield this peninsula and accept a 
pecuniary indemnity instead. Japan yielded. 


“This demand caused great bitterness 
among the Japanese, especially against the 
Russians, who were known to ve t 
the lead in the request. Followin 
events closely followed, which have 
the present threat of war. Amo these 
eV s three prominent facts stan out. 
First, in the building of the Siberian Rail- 
Way it was originally intended that the 
line to Viadivostok on the Pacific should 
be on the left bank of the Amur river, and 
‘be located exclusively in Russian territory.

With the death of Ford Willoughby, 4 
highwayman's victim, at the City Hos- 
pital, and the shooting of George Searcy 
of Greenwood, 8t.

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MANDATE OR LAW. 

An analysis of President Roosevelt's 
rows the inquiry to the claim t 
tration was in obedience to a “mandate of civilization.” Upon 
that ground the President seeks to justify his acts. He ac 
knowledges that the law did not apply and precedents are not 
invoked. 

If any man receives a mandate of civilization he must obey. 
But what gre signs of the mandate? How does he know and 
how are others to know when it comes? And when it comes, 
who is to interpret it? 

The practice of civilized nations since the days of Louis XIV 
and the English Stuart kings has been to proceed according 
to law and custom, in the hope that through these the man- 
date would somehow get itself obeyed. And in the main this 
adherence to law has worked for civilization. No man, except 
Mr. Roosevelf> has ventured to claim an unerring ear for the 
mandate, authorizing him ta proqeed without regard to pre- 
cedent, custom or law. 

Thus, Mr. Roosevelt’s logic leads us straight back to the di. 
vine right of kings and, in our time, of presidents. The yoice 
of the President is the voice of civilization, which is the voice 
of God. 

If it is true that Mr. Roosevelt has’ this unerring ear, we 
may safely leave all public matters in his care and turn our at- 
tention wholly to our several employments. The reign of law 
can be dispensed with, for why travel the straight and narrow 
path of Jaw when we have in Washington the chosen executive 
of progress, the infallible voice uttering the mandates of ciyil- 
ization ? 

But this is just what few will admit. Liberty according to, 
law is a hobby of English-blooded people, and ever since Magna 
Charta all attempts to substitute “mandates” for law have 
signally failed. And among Americans there is a firmly root- 
ed belief that men who plead “mandates” to justify adventures 
forbidden by the law are not the men to employ to help realize 
right and justice.

England, which is the real ar- 
biter of the manly art, despite the fact that 
the boxers there have ‘‘gone back,’’ has 
had-a set scale of weights for vears. In 
this country we naturally classed fighters 
after the English method. O'Rourke, talk- 
ing of weights. says for years and years 
~' English limit for amateur bantam- 

eight boxers hae been below 1% pounds, 
while for professionals the same weight 
also holds goo 

For feather eights the amateur limit ts 
106 to 115 pounds, and for professionAls 106 
to 122 pounds. The amateur lightweight 
limit is 115 to 126 pounds, while the pro- 
fessiona] is from 122 to 133 pounds. It can 
be seen there is room for a aplit feather- 
weight championship. as 17 pounds is the 
difference between the maximum and mini- 
mum weights. This is a greater difference 
than in any other class. 

As a matter of fact, Dixon won the 
featherweight title from Cal McCarty while 
ecaling 102 pounds When McGovern con- 
quered Dixon both boys weighed 116% 
pounds. 8o vou see nowadays we are 
fighting much henvier.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.—So many in- 
quiries as to whether Eddie Hanlon was 
knocked out by Young Corbett have arisen 
that Referee Eddie Graney has been asked 
to give an official opinion on the result. 

After going over the matter carefully, 
Graney decided that Hanion was knocked 
out. This decision will affect the appear- 
ance of future records of fights, if the 
precedent is taken as official. W here 
fighters formerly were put down as having 
merely lost on decisions, the many cases in 
which the referee stops bouts will all go 
for knockouts. 

Graney holds that when he stepped in to 
interfere between Young Corgett and Han- 
lon it was done to save Hanlon from furth- 
er punishment; in fact, from a knockout 
and possible injurious effects. 

Hanlon was on the vere of collapse and 
another hard blow might have seriously 
hurt him. 

“In case of bets,’’ said Graney, “I will 
hold that Corbett scored a knockout. Only 
my interference de prived of an actual 
one, and to all intents and purposes of 
Ughting Hanlon was actually out. Sorme 
authorities hold that the man must be on 
the floor and 10 seconds counted over him, 
I hold that if a referee steps in or seconds 
throw up the sponge -to save a fighter 
from unnecessary punishment it is the 
fame as a knockout.’
